Sen thenntenstinatarmaeaininanle 
taineers, has bis national war-song, which he 


cassian fesem bles the Swins, and the Ke ri-ra 
of the one is as instivnetively popaler ae the 
Raxs de Vackes of the ether; and the echoes 
of the mountain passes of the Caucasus are oc- 
easionally as loud. as long, and as joyous as 
those of the Jara or the Khatien Alps — 
Cireasma, in Gane, is the Swinerland of Asia 
Minor. 

The Ka-ri-re is the fevorite beat-song of the 
Cireassions, and is sung by the whole popala- 
tion. With a good chorus, it may be heard 
with pleasure, even by a stranger, ' 
tic is ex'remely animated qret imepiting. There 
is aleo a kind of march, which te generally 
performed on the pipe ; but the leading favorite 
of the Circassian is the war-sepg, which is gene- 
rally sung in chorus, when on the march, and 
the woods sad the mountains are then made to 
re-echo with the martial strains of music. The 
Circassian songs mostly refer to some rvic*ory 
obtained over the Cossacks or the Fena Mos 
cov, and, as may be imagined, they give on 
animated expression to the battle ery of self- 
defence and protection.

OLD PHILADELPHIA. 

Mr. E. Il. Cocenes, of this city, has Just pab- 
lished “ An Bast Prospect of the City of Phila- 
detphia, taken by George Heap, trom the Jersey 
Shore under the Direction of Nicholas Scull, 
Surveyor General of the Province of Penu«y! 
vania,” together with “A Plan of Philatel- 
pla,” being a faithful lithographed copy of the 
original which was published in Loodon in 
the winter of 1753—ene hundred and one years 
ago’ have been wrought in the 
go0d old City of Penn, since this « Prospect” 
and « Plan” were fret published! The des- 
eription of the old sald, Philadei- 
phia, the Capital of Pennsylvania, ts situated on 
the west side of the river Delaware, on « high 
and pleasant plain. The City is laid out in the 
form of an oblong, two miles in length and one 
ts breadth, bounded on the east by Delaware 
river, and on the west by the river Schuylkill 
the streets are straight and parsfiel to the sides 
of the plan, (and consequently cut each other at 
right angles ) nove of which are less than 50 
aad the widest 100 tect in breadth «The houses 
ate built with brick, and are from two to three, 
aed four stories bigh; the buildings are ex- 
tended on Delaware Front a considerable ¢is- 
tance north, aed south beyond the verge of the 
elty, the depth of several streets fe the west- 
werd.” 

The main featares of the pictare will still be 
readily recognized by Philadelphians. Wind- 
mill Island, which appears in the foreground 
(presenting to the view as formidable « wind- 
mill as any of those encountered by the re- 
doubtable Spanish kpight,) bas been materially 
enlarged since 1753, but whether it has been 
impreved by the enlargement may be doubied 
Not in a moral point of view, st any rate. 

An admirable view of the Association Bat 
tery—from which waves, instead of the bright 
apd beautiful Stripes and Stare—the more 
sombre Cross of St. George)—is given in this 
photare. The Battery was situated southward 
of the quaint old Swedes Charch—on the rite 
of the present Navy Yard. It was 400 tect long, 
and was built by an association of gentlemen 
ot which Benjamin Fraoklim was a leading and 
active member. This Battery, though having 
only “twenty seven pleces of cannon,” 
qaonsidered a suffi-ient defence agatwet any at 
tack thet might be made by sea, owing to the 
greet distance of Philadelphia from the sea and 
the [{ntricacy of the channel. 

Though, trom the “Plan,” the city (then 
seventy years old) appears to extend beck on!y 
w Fourth or Pifth stheet, the « Prospect” from 
the Jersey shore ts quite imposing, as well as 
pleasing—the old State House and tts spire 
ipoming aod towering up conspicecusiy and 
ovtentatiously over the two thoussmd dwe'ling 
bomses of one, two, three, aad four stores in 
beight — which at that time eomprised the Lomes 
0! the denizens o! the Rural Oity—edorved wih 
gerden, tree, aod flowers, and surrounted by 
seemingly impenetrable forests and wood- 
crowned bills (im the bosom of the noble river 
Delaware, too, are seen Gesting a goodly Geet 
of the one hundred sail which the description 
States wore counted at tbe wharvcs.

Expe- 
rience bas refuted both these opinions, and 
established the very opposize fact, that, at 
least im this country, (Great Britain.) it is 
gradual and even siow im its approach. And 
the recognition of this law ia of the highest 
fw portance in « practical point of view. These 
isolated cases occurring In any locality daring 
the prevalence of a general epidemic consti- 
tution, are une uivoesl and certain signs that 
= outbreak is impending over that place 
They are warnings not to be mistaken, de- 
manding the inmediate and energetic adoption 
of preventive measures ”’ 

Cholera, in its repested returns, almost tn- 
variably revisits the eame countries, districts of 
country, portions of cities and towns, streets 
and even particular houses and rooms where it 
had been betore. The first case that occurred 
in the town of Leith, Scotland, in 1845, was in 
the same house and within « few feet of the 
very spot fem whenee the epidemic of 1832 
commenced its course. On its

im 1532. At Oxford, in 1839, as in 1832, the first 
ease occurred io the county jail.
